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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because they appear to be copies of informal 
drawings. For e.g., the lead lines for the reference characters are very thick. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hotchkiss et al. (US 5, 1 02,41 1 ). 

Hotchkiss et al. disclose a frame assembly for external fixation including: a first 
arc segment 30 having a plurality of teeth; a second arc segment 14 with a worm gear 
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70 disposed in a groove of the second arc segment; a crank or drive unit 76(Figs. 7, 1 1 
and 16, col. 4, lines 60-68 and col. 5, lines 1-54). 

Regarding claims 4 and 13, the limitations, "generally T-shaped" and "generally I- 
shaped", depending on the chosen sectional view, the first and second arc segments 
have a shape resembling a T and a shape resembling an I. 

The method steps of claims 15-21 are inherently performed when the Hotchkiss 
et al. device is used for treatment of injuries to a skeletal joint.
